DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 1 0/14/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the drawing correction submitted has 
not been modified from what was originally submitted. It does not reflect what appears 
to be an attempt to add an element 19. Further, the instructions of claim(s) 17 has not 
been depicted as required in the last Office Action. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the 
above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within 
which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. 
EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

2. The applicant is to note, in the last Office Action the examiner inadvertently 
misidentified the number of rejected claim(s) as 1-24 when in fact meant to indicate 1- 
25. 

3. Be advised. As the applicant now has an opportunity to address the rejection of 
claim(s) 25, the rejection below will not be considered a new grounds of rejection. 

4. In view of the inadvertent misentry of the number of rejected claim(s), the 
rejection of the last Office Action and it's associated Office Action Summary have been 
provided for the applicant's convenience. 

5. Regarding the applicant's remarks of 10/14/04, the examiner offers the following 
response. 

Claim(s) 17 still depends from claim(s) 1 . 
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Regarding page 1 , second paragraph, the examiner agrees. There is no 
requirement that a drawing set forth written text material. There is a requirement 
however that a tangible claimed subject matter must be illustrated. The applicant is 
claiming "instructions". 

With regard to the references cited by the applicant, as each invention(s) 
disclosure & claimed subject matter is unique they have no bearing on the 
appropriateness for graphical depiction in the instant application. 

With regard to the case law cited, the examiner disagrees that the cited 
passages address the same issue. The applicant is questioning a drawing requirement; 
an objection. The case law's bearing on the rejection below will be assessed in the next 
action on the merits. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
even/ feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "instructions" of 
claim(s) 17 and the "means for measuring" of claim(s) 23 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
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and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

7. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a new drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a new drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 . No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

The system as an article, presumably for sale, including it's instructions, boxing, 
etc. has not been adequately depicted. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claim 17 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Wardell (3,684,082). 

Wardell (3,684,082) discloses: 

• An auger comprising bristles 36; 

• means for rotating 40; 

• a cylindrical feed tube30'; 

• a container comprising a hopper 1 3; 

• means for vibrating 1 0; 

• crystalline bulk materials, abstract. 

Wardell (3,684,082) lacks explicit recitation of 400 micron pharmaceutical 
cellulose. 

It would have been obvious to modify Wardell (3,684,082) to provide/substitute 
application to such materials in order to increase versatility of the apparatus. 

Conclusion
